A party with that name may exist but I do 
not know of it; certainly it is not the Communism of Marx, 
Engels, Lenin, Stalin and the rest, and it is with their Com- 
munism that we have to treat today. This being so, what 
have we to make of the reports of crowded churches in 
Russia? Such reports we may accept as true, at any rate of 
cities. Lenin warned

Ton not belong”. To the Communist, religion is a miasmic 
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even if only in suffering, and no peculiar prestige or secular 
status now attaches to one more than another. The great 
wealth of the older churches has vanished, and all alike now 
stand on the same level of a common poverty. The columns 
of THE INQUIRER have borne witness to the sense of freedom 
which some of our co-religionists behind the “iron curtain” 
feel by the removal of some of the traditional barriers between 
the churches. Whether this sense is real, and whether it will 
be lasting, remains to be seen.

So 
much which the churches do in this country is not directly 
religious but social, and much of this can well be done by
